EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT & REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The final rejection of claims 2<^2, 24r2C 27-29, 32fand 33have been 
affirmed by the Board of Appeals and therefore these claims have been 
cancelled by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 23, 26, 30 and 31 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The board found (page 4 of the Board Decision, last paragraph) that: 
"with respect to claims 23, 26, 30 and 31, it is our finding that Baitz does 
not teach or suggest a cathode ray tube installed anywhere in or on his 
terminal. It is unclear how a CRT could be integrated into the relatively flat 
cover plate 120. Accordingly, we reverse the rejections of claims 23, 26, 30 
and 31." 

The closest prior art, Baitz, disclose a personal computer with flat 
•panel screen capability, either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate 
or render the above underlined limitations obvious.
